Seven 
cases, 1 white, are under treatment at the city pesthouse ; 1 case (col- 
ored) near the Mobile and Ohio Railroad roundhouse ; 1 case at this 
hospital (also colored) ; and 1 case, white, in the city proper, convales- 
cing. Two fatal cases (both colored) have recently been reported. The 
city board of health have taken steps to abate the disease, among others 
appointing three local physicians to vaccinate all applicants free of 
charge.
